LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. 


THE EGYPTIAN SHBEIKHA/S 
«>PREDICTION. 


Sir Henry Drammond-Wolff, who is, 60° well 
known thronghout Ezypt, and who was. ths 
most intimate political friend of Lord Randolph 
Charehill, has been interviewed by the London 
“Tribune,” the new Liberal morning —newspa- 
per, on the subject of Mr. Winston Charchill’s 
biography of the eminent statesman. , 

In the coarse of conversation Sir Henry told 
the interesting story of his interview, while in 
Cairo, with an Ezyptian fortane-teller, aid the 
remarkable predictions she gave of futare 
politics! events at home. ~ 

The corraspondent mseationed that Mr. 
Winston Churchill ia his book: refers [to tho 


retarned-liome from Egypt im.1886 when Lord 
Randolph Charchill re signe 1 the Chancellorship 
of:the: Exchequer. 6 

“Yes,” repliel Sir Henry, “I retarned in 
November, 1885. When I was in Cairo, earlier 
in the year, { recollect a rather carious incident 
that seemed to have some bearing on later 
political developments. 1 seat over to Alex- 
andria for'a famous Ezyptian fortane-teller, as 
I always took « great interest in occalt svienc, 
and wished to test ber poware. The Sheikha, a 
very tall. woman, whose face was almost wholly 
concesled.by an Ezyptian yashmak, came t> 
the house of @ friend leaning on the shoulder 
of a- young .slave-girl. A brazier of live cals 
wag on the ftsdr, ‘roand. which we were bidden 
to’ form .a circle.

She then requested me to 
giva hersome’ article, sach'as ‘a handkerchief 
ora.glove, that had been in personal. contact 
with me. This I-did, and she made some re- 
markable statemants to me about past events, 
to which 1 did not’attach ‘mach importanos, !

It happened that\Mr. Gladstone -had jast an-' 
nounced that under his Home Rale scheme j 
the Irish members would be withdrawa from 
the British Parliament—a declaration that coat 
him the resignation ‘of Mr, Chamberlain, Of 
this I was.then unaware, I pat.down the piece 
of money,’ and thought of Mr. Gladstone.
